Offered Civil Service Jobs 

Earnings up to $1120 and the gaining of valuable experience 
during the summer months are now available for engineering 
students and science majors through the summer work program 
planned by the civil service commission. 

According to Lewis Larsen, director of alumni and place¬ 
ment, the positions for work ls open to freshmen, sopho¬ 


more and junior college stu¬ 
dents who will work during the 
1965 months of June, July, 
August and September. The 
specialized field for which stu¬ 
dents apply and In which they 
will received training on the job, 
If appointed, must be consistent 
with the curriculum which they 
are pursuing in college, and the 
degree of specialization In this 
field must be such that at the 
time of graduation the specific 
course requirements which are 
specified for eligibility for the 
professional positions can be 
met. To apply at the grade 
GS-3, which has a starting sal¬ 
ary of $1001 for the four sum¬ 
mer months, applicants must 
have successfully completed 
one year of academic study at 
an accredited college or uni¬ 
versity. Applicants for grade 
GS-4 that has a starting sal¬ 
ary of $1120 for the summer 
months must have completed 
two and one-half years of aca¬ 
demic study at an accredited 
college or university. 

All applicants will take a 
test of verbal abilities, abstract 
reasoning and graph and table 
Interpretations- in addition to 
these, applicants for positions 
In cartography, chemistry, en¬ 
gineering, mathematics, metal¬ 
lurgy, meteorology, oceanogra¬ 
phy and physics will take a test 
In algebra. 

Application forms for the 
summer positions can be ob¬ 
tained from any Board of United 
States Civil Service examiners 
or any U.S. Post Office. These 
must be turned Into any of the 
Boards of U.S. Civil Service 
examiners by January 4, 1965, 
for the test given on February 
6, 1965, and by February 18, 
1965, for the test given on 
March 20, 1965. 

Engineering positions open 
for future trainees are civil, 
electrical, mechanical, agri¬ 
cultural, aero-space, Indus¬ 
trial, chemical electronics and 
metallurgical. Placement of 
the trainees In the science field 
of summer jobs are In the fields 
of fishery biology, refuge man¬ 
agement, chemistry, soli con¬ 
servations, soli science and 
agricultural statistics. The 
trainees will fill jobs In dif¬ 
ferent states such as Alabama, 
North and South Carolina, 
Texas, Washington, D. C., 
Colorado, Florida, Georgia, 
Mississippi, Puerto Rico, Ten¬ 
nessee and Virgin Islands.

Largest Number 
Take ACT Test 

Five hundred and seventy 
high school students took 
the ACT test November 7 as 
compared to 391 who took the 
test In November 1963 at The 
University of Tennessee Martin 
Branch, Henry C. Allison, reg¬ 
istrar, said yesterday. 

Of the group taking the test 
at UTMB, 434 listed UTMB as 
first, second or third choices. 
Last year 929 students who took 
the test In centers throughout 
the United States listed UTMB 
as first, second or third choice, 
as compared with approximate¬ 
ly 1,400 who will this year. 

The increase In the num¬ 
ber taking the test indicates an 
apparent increase In enrollment 
for the freshman class In 1965, 
Mr. Allison said. The total 
number of freshmen coming to 
UTMB next fall may reach 1,300 
as compared to 950 this fall.

Poised and neat in appear¬ 
ance, Miss Pryor has been 
described as “quiet in manner 
with an excellent sense of 
humor.” Miss Mary Arm¬ 
strong, head of the Home Eco¬ 
nomics Department, also added

that Miss Pryor had many and 
diverse interests, and one of her 
hobbies is collecting antiques. 

Of this interest, Miss Pryor 
said that she feels modern 
furniture can be attractive, but 
“it sometimes misses the mark 
on character.” 

Some of her other interests 
are travel, music, reading and 
art. “The appreciation type, 
not the producing type,” she 
says smiling when considering 
art. However, she feels “there 
is no other way to gain appre¬ 
ciation that is equal to doing it 
yourself.” A portion of her time 
has been working with crafts 
such as enameling and jewelry. 

Japanese shibuli is another 
art form that interests Miss 
Pryor. Shibuli is descirbed as 
“anything in their whole culture 
that is the very ultimate in 
form.” To see shibuli would 
be well worth a trip to Japan. 
San Francisco and Hawaii are 
on her list of want-to-visit 
places. Among her previous 
travels, Williamsburg rates as 
a favorite due to "the whole 
atmosphere.” 

Music, including classical 
pieces as well as musicals 
such as “Camelot”, is another 
added interest. 

The field of home economics 
must also be Included in the 
interests of Miss Pryor. Her 
appointment to the staff of home 
economics initiated the pro¬ 
gram of vocational home eco¬ 


nomics at UTMB. A degree in 
home economics education 
qualifies a person to teach vo¬ 
cational home economics in high 
schools. As a beginning in this 
area at UTMB, she has been 
working with setting up the pro¬ 
gram and planning future stu¬ 
dent teaching centers. Present¬ 
ly Miss Pryor is teaching Home 
Ec 101, a freshman orienta¬ 
tion course; Senior Seminar 
400, and Methods of Teaching, 
the latter a course which she 
described as a “bringing to¬ 
gether of all the accumulated 
knowledge, skills, beliefs and 
Information from home eco¬ 
nomics and professional educa¬ 
tion in preparation for teach¬ 
ing. 

A country girl, Miss Pryor 
grew up in southwest Georgia 
and attended school in Leslie. 
For her undergraduate work she 
went to Women’s College of 
Georgia at MiUedgeville where 
her course in home economics 
provided for only two electives. 
After teaching home economics 
in Clarkston and then Albany, 
Georgia, Miss Pryor went to 
Tampa, Florida. There she 
taught one year before becom¬ 
ing a helping teacher for home 
economics in the Hillsborough 
county school system. In this 
capacity she “helped” new 
teachers in the system, work¬ 
ing with 80 teachers in all the 
secondary schools of the county. 

One of her favorite times in 
Tampa was during the Gas- 
parilla Celebration. Similar 
to Mardi Gras, it is an annual 
pageant re-enacting pirate 
Josek Gaspar’s one time cap¬ 
ture of Tampa. 

Last year Miss Pryor went 
to U-T Knoxville where she 
received a master of science in 
home economics education in 
August before coming to M artin. 

Miss Armstrong said that 
Miss Pryor is a "vital and in¬ 
spiring teacher. She is mature 
enough to have good judgment 
and young enough to learn.”

Available Through IBM Cards 


IBM cards are being used 
by The University ofTennessee 
Martin Branch to compile In¬ 
formation about prospective 
students, Lewis Larsen said 
yesterday. 

Mr. Larsen, alumni secre¬ 
tary, worked out the IBM card. 

For the first time, members 
of the visitation program of 
UTMB to high schools are sup¬ 
plied with background Informa¬ 
tion on certain desirable stu¬ 
dents at the high school. This 
Information, which Includes the 
name of the student, the de¬ 
partment of Interest, and the 
church Information, Is taken 
from the National Beta Club 
survey and transferred to IBM 
cards. 

This makes It possible for 
the visiting representative from 
UTMB to have a better 
knowledge of eligible and In¬ 
terested high school prospects 


for the following year, said Mr. 
Larsen. 

Also, information from mall 
returns, ACT applications, IBM 
visitation cards, the Beta sur¬ 
vey, and direct Inquiries are 
transferred to IBM cards. 

This new system of com¬ 
piling Information makes it pos¬ 
sible to check and use the facts 
within five minutes which would 
take several hours to compile 
without the IBM equipment.
